Times, writing from Montana, relates 
the following story of the suicide of 
two Indians who were under sen- 
tence of death for murder: 

Two of the condemned Cheyennes 
were found dead in their cell on the 
follewing morning. They had sought 
death in a cool and deliberate man- 
ner, so unparalleled as to provoke the 
admiration of even their white foes. 
Although handcuffed, and chained by 
the ankles to a bull-ring in the floor, 
they had succeeded in hanging them- 
‘selves by a bell-strap to au iron bar in 
the aperture of the cell door. The 
same trap was used by both, one wait- 
ing until the other was dead, and then 
lifting down the corpse, deliberately 
removing the strap, and Bie N it 
for his own strangling. here was 
much excitement in the morning when 
the deuble suicide was discovered— 
the predominant feeling in the crowd 
being, apparently, one ef disappoint- 
ment at being cheated out of a 3 
execution. But the suicides, although 
they cheated the gallows, cannot be 
regarded as having gained an unquali- 
tied triumph over their custodians. 
The Indian idea is that a suicide car- 
ries with him into the next life the 
surroundings in which the deed was 
committed, and accordingly these un- 
fortunates are doomed to carry the 
everlasting burden of a wiadowless 
log cabin surrounded by a stockade. 
A Cheyeune at Fort Keogh, being 
asked his opinion of the act, replied : 
„Big fools—stout hearts!” He ex- 
pressed the universal sentiment.

The plan adopted by M. Jerome 
Marble of Worcester, Mass., of travel - 
iag in his own palace car, is not only 
positively comfortable, but compara- 
tively cheap.

The Fourth has come and gone, 
aud the noise, hurrahs, firing of guns, 
beat of drums and the blare of trum- 
pets of the celebration so long. looked 
kor, have become food for memory. 
The morn yesterday dawned bright 
and cloudless, but the wind sprang 
up about 9 o’clock and blew a brisk 
breeze the rest of the day. But aside 
from a shade teo much wind the day 
was glorious. At II 0’clock the pro- 
cession formed on Virginia street, the 
band in front, the Reno Fire Depart- 
ment and the order of Caucasiaus 
coming next, followed by the Presi- 
dent of the Day, Orator, Reader, 
Reciter and Chaplain in carriages.
